LEFTIN THE COLD. 


A Heating Company Shuts Off Its 
Steam in Cold Weather. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, January 24.—The American 
Steam Heating and Power Company, which 
has been supplying sixty customers in the 
district. bounded by Broadway, Pear! street, 
Fulton street and Exchange Place, shut off 
steam on Saturday night last and kept it 
shut off ever since. ‘This made things pleas- 
ant for customers who depended on the comn- 
pany for heat and power, particularly as the 
mercury was hovering about zero. T hey 
had recourse to gas_ stoves and in 
some cases small tubular boilers 
were bought and rigged to supply 
steam to the’cold pipes. The company has 
been in trouble for several weeks. Com- 
plaints of various kinds have been pouring 
in thick and fast, and the stockholders have 
been among the loudest complainants. The 
capital necessary to go on with the work has 
been supplied. There have been many new 
problems to solve. The use of lamp-black 
as an insulator has caused some trouble. The 
necessity for making many sharp elbows to 
avoid water-pipes and sewers has produced 
a great deal of what is technically 
known as “water thumping” a 
FAMILIAR EXAMPLE 
of which is the snapping and banging heard 
when steam is let into cold radiators. It 
was also found that the expansion had been 
underestimated. All these difficulties finally 
culminated in the resignation of Engineer 
Buell and the appointment of Fuiederick 
Tuder in his place. Mr. Tuder pronounced it 
impractible to make repairs and go on with 
any degree of certainty without shutting 
off steam and working with cool pipes. The 
directors were loath to do this, but Mr. ‘Tu- 
der’s idea prevailed and itis now proposed 
to begin nearest the works and make the 
system as perfect as possible as repairs pro- 
ceed. , 


Telephone Stocks. 
Boston, January 24.—Judge Gray, of the 
United States Circuit Court, granted an in- 
junction against the People’s Telephone 
Company (Dolbear’s patent) in favor of the 
Bell Telephone Company. The stock of the 
latter company jumped from $200 a share to

Some Facts About the Amalgamated Associx 
ation That Leaked Out in a Street Corner 
Conversation*-Martin’s Conversion. 


From the Pittsburg Commerciai, January 22. 

“To tell you the truth, gentlemen, I think 
its usefulness has about ended.” 
. The speaker was one of a group of mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated Association. 
They were standing at the corner of Fifth 
avenue and Wood street on Saturday night, 
and rather indiscreetly had commenced 
to talk about Association affairs. The per- 
son whose remark is quoted did not 


finish with that, but continued in 
this strain: “The trouble with the 
Amalgamated Association is that it 


has outgrown the clothes prepared for it 
by its projectors. Origine when only 
workmen who were paid’ by the ton for 
their work were eligible to membership, the 
Association was an organization beneficial 
alike to its members and their employers. 
But within the last two vears, in order that 
its strength might be increased prererges & 
all classes of workmen employed about mills 
have been admitted to membership. Instead 
of adding tothe strength of the association 
these varied interests have weakened it. If 
ithad not been for these blacksmiths, en- 
gineers and other men who are paid so much 
a week for their work, the strike of last sum- 
mer never would have taken place. The 
sociation made demands fully as radical in 
former years, but the conservative members 
were not overruled by those who had noth- 
ing at stake, and when it became apparent 
that we could not get what we wanted either 
a compromise was effected or the demand was 
withdrawn.” 

$220,000 IN DERT. 
“Well, there won't be another strike,” re- 
marked another member of the group, ‘“‘and 
that for more reasons than one. In the first 
place the manufacturers learned last sum- 
mer what they never knew before—that if 
they combined and kept faith with each ot 
er they would be invincible, and that 
would be impossible tor any organization of 
workingmen to stand against them. There 
are doubtless nany mill workers who do not 
realize this, but they are of the class who 
will not realize anything that is not pounded 
into their heads. Enough do believe it tirm- 
ly, however, to defeat any attempt at a gen- 
eral strike. They will be strengthened in 
their conviction, also, by the fact that 
the association broke _ faith with 
them last vear. One of its rules is that while 
on strike its members shall reeeive $4 per 
week. -This was carried out only to_the ex- 
tent of paving to each member $6 during the 
sixteen weeks of the strike. The asSocia- 
tion is now in debt to its members $220,900, 
and there are several thousand members who 
will not run any more risks on that aecount 
The result is that a general strike could not 
be inaugurated for any purpose. If anything 
of that kind is attempted it will precipitate 
the disruption of the organization. That is 
soon to come in any eveut, and it may go to 
pieces sooner than mrost persons expect. Jar- 
rattand Martin are not to biame for this 


state of affairs, save that they might possibly 
have prevented it by raising théir voices at 
the proper time.” - 


MARTIN’S CONVERSION. : 

“T wonder whatinduced Bill Martin (the 
secretary) to make such a radical change of 
base on the manner in which dis- 
putes between employers and employes 
should be settled,”’ remarked a third man. 
“Before the Amalgamated Association was 
organized, you will remember, the finishers 
alwavs settled their disputes by arpDitrasion 
and strikes hardly ever occurred. In the 
convention at which the Amalgamated As-. 
sociation constitution was adopted, Martin 
was a delegate and madea bitier fight for 
arbitration. A compromise was agreed 
upon, and from that the association -has 
drifted by one chauge in the constitution 
after another to be more radically opposed to 
arbitration than any labor organization of 
which I have any knowledge. Martin, too, 
has been converted, and will no more think 
of arbitration than of fiving. I agree with 
the rest of you that the days of the Associa- 
tien are numbered. After the crash—pos- 
sibly before—the finishers will effect an 
organization that wit! have for its cardinal 
principal the settlement of differences by 
wutnal conceasions.”’ 

After this remark the conversation turned 
to other topics. Neither Secretary Martin 
nor President Jarrett were in the city last 
night; consequently their epinion on the 
statements made must be obtained at another 
time. A gentleman who fs very well ac- 
quainted with the workings of the organiza- 
tion, while refusing to talk of its probable 
dissolution, stated that it was true that the 
association is largely in debt, but is making 
payinents every month.

IN FRANCE, 

The appearance in Paris of a broken-down 
old woman who registered at the hotel as 
Comtesse de PIERREFONDS has set the Re- 
publicans of France to fluttering and run- 
ning around like a barn-yard full of chick- 
ens with a hawk in sight. A Republie that 
allows itself tobe frightened by an old wo- 
man is not exaetly ouridea of a Republic, but 
in France there are many things which are 
not according to our idea§-and, taking things 
in France as they are, the situation is full of 
dangers. . 

The four parties of France now stand 
drawn up and ready for action. The Repub- 
licans have possession; they control the 
treasury, the offices, the army, the elections; 
they are not certain of their position; the 
army is nota Repulican‘institution and the 
popular vote goes with the winning side. 

Next in strength and audacity are the 
Borfanartists, who have lively recollections 
of the golden davs of the Empire, when the 
Government belonged to its friends and its 
friends worked it forall it was worth. If 
the Republic is to bea failure, the Empire is 
the natural alternative. 

The Legitimists are accused of conspira- 
cies, of arming legions and of appealing to 
all the Bourbon traditions to succeed in over- 
throwing liberty. They are probably sur- 
prised at the strength which is attributed to 
them, especially as their leader will not fight 
against Frenchmen and refuses to take the 
throne he claims until he can take it as the 
recognized King of France. 

The Orleanists haye done nothing but 
wait patiently for : the pear to ripen. 
They alone are uniter in policy and out- 
spoken and firm in action, ready to 
serve their country as citizens or to rule it 
asadynasty. They bide their time,but the 
Republic which wishes to expel a Bonaparte 
because he claims the throne is more anx- 
ious to expel the Orleanists because they do 
not claim it but wait for it to come to 
them. 

What will be the result? The Republic 
will not be overthrown without bloodshed, if 
itis to be-overthrown atall. But though it 
is weak and in a critical condition no one of 
its competitors is stronger than it is, and it 
may survive less by its own strength than by 
the weakness of the rival parties. 
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CAPTALN COWDEN has grown jealous of 
the fame of Tom OcnILTREK and of Ent 
PERKINS, and is now making soMe mighty 
fine practice with his long-bow. He testified 
before the Congressional committee yester- 
day that ene Batpwin, of St. Louis, had 
told him that he had been approached by an 
einissary of Captain Eaps with the mys- 
terious message that there was going to be 
$600,000 appropriated for the improvement 
of Plum Point, and if he would keep his 
mouth shut he would havea slice. BALD- 
WIN says that CowpeEN is an “unstrung 
lyre,”’ and | it looks very muchlike it. As 
Captain Eans has hardly ever’ succeeded in 
getting hold of the appropriations which are 
intended to pay him for maintaining the 
jetties without first going to law for them, he 
is not likely to go around promising to give 
people “‘slices’” of the appropriations made 
for the improvement of the Mississippi. 
COWDEN should try again. It is likely that

From Our Special Correspondent. - 
JEFFERSON CiTry, Mo., January 23.—The 
Senate Committee on Penitentiary com- 
menced its investigation this afternoon, and 
held an evening session, State Auditor 
Walker being on the stand at both sittings. 
The beef contract was entered into at length. 
arid nothing new was developed. The fact is 
given prominence that the last picce 
of beef under that contract was delivered on 
December 31, 1881, eight months before the 
Walker investigation was inaugurated. 

IMMIGRATION TROUBLES. 

Two years ago the Missouri Legislature 
was on the “boom” for immigration, and 
material aid was given to the Missouri Im- 
migration Society, while the State Board, 
headed by Andrew McKinley, was bidden 
God-speed. Gov. Crittenden, in his late 
message, spoke kindly of -the success 
of the movement: McKinley has 
<ibmitted a bulky report, claiming grat- 
ifying results, aud Renshaw’s report for the 
Sfate Association is written in a rose-colored 
ven. At the outset of the session the pros- 

ect for a material appropriation in aid of 
the movement was deemed brilliant. but 
there has been some change since. Yester- 
dav Mr. Farris, of Ray county, introduced a 
bili repealing the entire enactment on the 
subjectofimmigration. This meant simply 
the abolition of the State Board of Immi- 
gration, the reappointed members of which 
had only been contirmed for four years more 
of office by the Senate a few hours before. 
Farris’ bill went to the Committee on Re- 
trenchment and Reform, which promptly met 
this afternoon and agreed to report favorably 
npon the bill to-morrow, Immigration has, 
however, some strong friends in the House, 
and the Farris bill will not slip through with- 
out further notice. 

INSURANCE LAWS. 

There are not near so many insurance bills 
pending as usual ‘at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings. One provides that lire insurance 
companies may do a wind and lightning 
business. ‘This bill was drawn up after con- 
sultation with Prof. Tice, and recognizes cy- 
clones as electric phenomena, and not wind, 


~ 


storms. 4. 
The House committee is also consid- 
ering fagen’s bill - to make the 
office of Commissioner elective. 


A billto reduce the amount of premium 
notes of amutual company desiring to do 
business in Missonri from 3250,000 to $159,000, 
will be reported back without recommenda- 
tion. Another bill which they look upon fa- 
yorably provides that on conviction in 
criminal eases for violation of the insurance 
law the defendant shail payin addition to 
the fine and costs the sum of $25, to be ap- 
plied asa feefor the attorney prosecuting. 
The objeet of this is to enable the State 
Superintendent to prosecute persons in the 
MOuutTy. 
IMPORTANT JUDICIAL BILLS. 

The House Committee on Judiciary, has 
heen doing some good work and will to-mor- 
row report favoralby upon several very im- 
portant measures. The firstis Hughlett’s 
measure providing that nine out the <twelve 
juryimen in civil cases shall be sufficient to 
declare a verdict. This bill will meet with 


strong opposition on the floor, 


The next is upona bil! that provides that 
the doctrine of res adjudicaia shall apply 

» ejectment cases. Lawvers tell me that this 
a very important measure. 

\ bill of Jones, of St. Louis, defining 
when courts are in vacation, will also be re- 
ported upon favorably. 

Dy far the most important is one that pro- 
vides that attorneys shall only obtain license 
to practice law in the district in which 
they reside. This is to prevent law students 
irom dodging the rigid examination of the 
st. Louis Law School and Circuit Courts by 
soing out into the country and being ad- 
mitted to the barand then returning to St. 
Louis to practice. Mr. Parker, chairman of 
this committee, is under the impression that 
favorable action will be taken upon the 
Supreme Court bill. 

STATE METEOROLOGICAL REPORTS. 

Professor Nipher, of Washington Universi- 
fy, is here to endeavor to enlist the Assembly 
in behalf of his system of meteorological 
and scientific observations throughout the 
State of Missouri. There are now connected 
with the university forty observatories 
maintained by private parties. They are de- 
fcientin apparatus, and Professor Nipher 
asks only that the State supply that want, 
anito pay the salary of one clerk who 
shall receive and tabulate the information 
daily telegraphed. <A proper system of stan- 
dard time is contemplated under Prof. 
Nipher’s bill He called upon the members 
ofthe House Committee on Scientific and 
benevolent Institutions, who received the 
propositton kindly. 

ABOLISHING THE DEATH PENALTY. 

The Gideon bill, abolishing the death pen- 
ality at the will of the jury, has been reported 
upon favorably by the Committee on Crimi- 
nal Jurisprudence, and canvassing in behalf 
of the measure is quite lively. The full text 
of the amended section, which will be No. 
124, is as follows: 

“Upon the triai of an indic}ment for mur- 
der in the first degree, the jury must inquire 
and by their verdict ascertain, under the in- 
structions of the court, whether the defend- 
ant be guilty of murder in the first or second 
degree; and persons convicted of murdeer in 
thefirst degree shall suffer death, or the jury 
trying the case may sentence the defendant 
toimprisoninent in the State Penitentiary 
ior a term not less than fifteen years. Those 
convicted of murder in the second degree 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
Pénitentiary not less than ten years.’

There was no helpingit. All who had any 
previous acquaintance with Italian opera and 
the sudden changes and remarkable disap- 
pointments to which its patrons are subject 
accepted the situation gracefully and 
settied back for the evening to get 
as much of their money’s worth as 
their msthetic souls might be able 
to find inthe performance. But there was a 
large recalcitrant movement on the part of 
many whose knowledge of the caprices of 
prime donne was slight and whose confiding 
hearts received too deepa wound by the 
change,of programme to be reconciled to 
anything except getting their money back— 
which they, of course, conldn’t get. “‘Lucia’”’ 
was given with a very indifferent cast outside 
of Mme. Patti in the title role, and the 
audience received the performance so tamely 
that the chilliness of the house was at 
times lower than the weather outside, 
while the breaks of sunshine 
that sent an occasional glow of heat through 
the gathering did not manifest sufficient pow- 
er to overcome the iciness until the last Lu- 
cia solo, which was the only number of the 
evening that received an encore or was 
awarded with any unusual marks of apnro- 
bation. Ciampi-Cellaj was quite weak in 
the part of Ashton. Sig. Monti made an ex- 
cellent Raymond. Nicolini as Edgar was 
acceptable, singing his music with agreeable 
but quiet effect and doing 
nothing during the evening that was 
selected for comment except possibly the 
manner in which he rendered his share of 
the duo with Lucia in the first act. - The sex- 
tet at the close of the second act was very 
cordially applauded, but there was nothing 
like an encore, which was remarakble, as the 
usual sequel to this number when finely 
presented is a demand for its repetition. 
Mme. Patti sang with a great deal of effort. 
Her throat was sore and gave her so much 
trouble that she cut outan entire scene in 
the second act and made no at- 
tempt at _ibrilliant execution until 
the flute number toward the end of the 
opera, was reached. Up to this she had 
contented herself with a careful and con- 
scientious but by no means elaborate treat- 
ment of the role, with a view to saving her 
organ for the final flourish. This was mag- 
nificently given; so beautifully sweet and so 
rich in melodic surprises that it redeemed 
the performance from what would have been 
considered by many a perfect failure, not- 
withstanding the good work of the orchestra 
and the meritorious support offered by the 
choruses. The prima donna received four re- 
calls after concluding the solo,and at last was 
obliged to repeat the last portion of it. This

Why the Modern Coat, Trousers and 
Hat are Barbarous Affairs. 
From the Boston Herald. 


“Knee-breeches are coming into use in Bos- 
ton,”’ said a fashionable Blank street tailor. 

“For every-day wear ’?’”’ 

“No, not yet; but will come soon enough. I 
mean for evening parties. I am makinga 
pair of knee-breeches fora young man to 
wear out evenings when he goes in full dress. 
Several of our ‘toniest’ young men are wear- 
ing them at dinners and at parties. In New 
York a number of young men inoving in the 
best circles have resolved to wear knee- 
breeches with full dress.”’ 

“One result of Oscar Wilde’s example and 
preaching, 1 suppose?” ventured the inquir- 
ing newspaper man.

In old times this coliar 
was of some service; it was large and 
turned up well in inclement weather: in 
order to allow of its buttoning properly 
around the neck a nick was necessary. 
But. though we hardly ever think of turning 
up an ordinary coat collar and find it of lit- 
tie use if we do so, we still preserve both it 
and the nick as survivais, The stove-pipe 
hat too is only the carcase on which our an- 
cestors were wont to display ribbons and 
knots and other gauds. In itself it is both 
ugiy and uncomfortable.. Then wo wear 
absurb neckties that do not tie and pins that 
do not pin.

No less surprising is the smalnessiof 
their hands and feet, which, if beauty,is very 
disadvantageous to the men, who can carry 
only one or two objects in thier hands at the 
same time. They have rough, lusterless 
black hair, which they wear long and fallin 

over face and shoulders. Some bind it wit 

a (strap, some let it grow to such an extent 
that they look more like furies than human 
beings. The men have very little beard and 


nor women have any hair on their bodies. 
They do not tattoo, but use all kinds of paint. 
‘T'wo or three hues of color on the face and a 
few necklaces and shells or birds’ bones is 
the usual dress of a Fuegian. 

For protection against the terrible hurri- 
canes, the snows that fall during ten months 
in the year and the torrential rains that daily 
visit this miserable archipelago the Fuegian 
only wears a small mantle of sealf%or guanaco 
skin over his shoulders. The wigwams are 
only made of intertwined branches fixed in 
some sheltered spot, but they are too weak 
to keep out snow and rain. These wigwains 
are used by the uegians who dwell near the 
few residents of Usciumaia or around the 
mission; the other natives scarcely ever re- 
Main more than one or two days in the same 
place; they lead a vagrant life in their small 
canoes among the complicated canals of this 
broken-up country, fishing and hunting for 
their subsistence, of which the sea furnish- 
es the larger part. 

‘The women are looked upon as slaves and 
the greater part of the work falls to their 
share. |] have often seen the men sitting 
quietly ro a good fire while the poor 
women wem exposed in fragile skiffs to the 
snow, Wind and waves, fishing for their idle 
and angry husbands. ‘The greater the num- 
ber of wives or slaves aman hasthe easier 
for him itis to find a living; hence the prac- 
tice of polygamy, which is so rooted among 
the Fuegians that in spite of the efforts of 
the missionaries itis no rare thing to see a 
convert break through restraint and 
add two or more wives to 
the one allowed him by his new religion. 
But, though a Fuegian may marry as many 
wives as he pleases, he seidom takes more 
than four. and even with that small number 
it is difficult to preserve domestic peace.

Seven or eight is the average number of 
| children, but often a still young woman will 
have ten ortwelve.

The variable and rigid climate, 
the want of nourishment, the terrible hedts 
and bad treatment by the parents are the 
chief causes of the death of these miserable 
infants, yet unarmed against the frightful 
struggie for existence.

Vicissitudes of an Aristocracy. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


In the number of the Revue des Deux 
Mondes for December 15 there is an extreme- 
lv interesting history of the French peerage. 
in which the vicissitudes of that institution 
since the revolution are by no means the 
least curious part. In 1789 the convention 
abolished all titles and forbade all crests and 
liveries, and Louis XVI. and his wife  be- 
came thenceforth Louis Capet and Femme 
Capet respectively. The word “‘citoyen’’ was 
the official appellation ali through the Con- 
sulate, and it ws oniv in 1804 that Jose- 
phine became Mme. Bonaparte. In effect 
the word ‘“‘Monsieur’’ had reappeared imme- 
diately afer the ierror,and titles never fell in- 
to inuch abeyance except during that period. 
With the Empire Napoleon founded a fresh 
aristocracy, just as Lord Cornwallis in India 
founded an aristocracy of janded proprietors, 
whose position is now giving so much 
| trouble to the authorities. tno this Ney be- 
|eame Duc d’Eichingen, and other Genefals 
‘Dukes Riveli, Danzig, Castiglione, etc. Any 


‘one who has read the novels of Balzac 
| knows well the intensive rivalries of these 
two aristocracies of the Faubourg St. Ger- 


main and the Chaussee d’Antin and the ma- 
neuvers of Napoleon to induce them to in- 
termarry. On the accession of Louis X VILL. 
they were both officially recognized. It was 
not till after 1839, in Louis Philippe’s time, 
the present demoralization of titles began to 
take place. ‘This was extremely easy, as the 
old parchment pedigrees had been made into 
gun-wads during the revolution, and as this 
became more apparent the imposters grew 
bolder. ‘Then came 1848, and titles were 
again abolished, but revived by the Prince 
President in 1852, and the 4th of September, 


1870, did not attempt to again abolish them, 
though various proposals have been since 
made to tax the bearers ot tities, assumed 
and real. At present, as in England, any 
one may eall himself anything, and if he 
can only persuade other peopie to do the 
same so much the better for his title,
